Coldwater said there is a con­ 
centration of power in Washing­ 
ton and “ Americans don’t like 
it.” 


The senator also hit out again 
at the Supreme Court and said 


that many of the court’s find­ 
ings are not based on law, but 
rather, that it bases its decisions

Coldwater drew an outburst of 
laughter from the crowd by his 
deft handling of a group of 
teenage hecklers riding piggy­ 
back and carrying Johnson and 
Humphrey signs.

WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
first test of the 1964 civil rights 
law rested with the Supreme 
Court 
today 
following 
argu­ 
ments on the right of I ongress 
to gear the statute to interstate 
commerce. 
An Atlanta motel and a F*rm- 
ingham restuarant started the 
lawsuits which 
brought twin 
cases to the high court for de­ 
cision. 
Because the parties in th6 
Birmingham case have IO days 
to file additional briefs, no rul­ 
ing can be expected sooner. 
But the court is expected to act 
with promptness so that the 
government can be guided in 
carrying out the anti-discrim­ 
ination provisions. 
Two decision Mondays, Oct. 
19 and 26 occur before the na­ 
tional elections on Nov. 3. 
Only the controversial public 
accommodations section — or 
Title II of the civil rights law 
—was involved. This is the pro­ 
vision 
requiring 
motels 
and 
certain 
restaurants 
to 
serve 
Negroes. 
The law was defended in ar­ 
guments before the Supreme 
Court Monday by Solicitor Gen­ 
eral Archibald Cox.

ing on the same subject. State 
Atty.

Supreme Court, where it is now 
marked for early action, pos 
sibly next Monday. 
Alessandroni asked the court 
in a supplementary statement 
to nullify the April 29 judgment 
but to retain jurisdiction of the 
case. 
Meantime, he said, the Gen 
eral Assembly can go ahead un 
der the decision of the state’s 
own highest tribunal. 
The state court took into ac­ 
count the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
decision of last term that both 
houses of the state legislature 
must be based on population at 
the earliest possible time.
